cases without regard to regulations, and this 
is the why the officinls such as Spiro Bey 
ete., began to follow the which has led to 
the present case. 

The Finatice Ministry then sent a delegate to 
gpenan inquiry with Dixon Bey, who made strict 
investigations gnd concluded that the origin 
of corraption was from Spiro Bey and Attiah 
Eff. in whose ‘bands are nearly all the admini- 
strative works, promotions and transfers etc. 

hen the chief of Parquet pointed out how 
the first witness paid a bribe to Attiah who is 
the assistant of Spiro Bey. 

The chief of the Parquet is of opinion that 
the prisoner Attiah ought to havd sent a 
reply to the registered letter of Hafer, if he 
had not really received the sum of LE $4 
from him ( Hafez ) therefore that Attiah 
has really received this sum as a bribe for him- 
self and Spiro ‘Bey (who is absent) and con- 
sequently both of them are guilty. 

Sitting adjourned to 4 p.m.

" THE FUTURE OUTLOOK.

As soon as the present feverish activity 
prevailing at Port Sadan comes to an end and 
all the Government buildings are erected, it is 
very probable that the town wilk, lose a large 
number of its civilian inbabitants and for some 
years to come will remain in a state of 
stagnancy awaiting the development of the 
Sudan. In. the town and its neighbourhood 
there ia nothing to attract a resident population 
except the desire of making money speedily. 
The climate is extremely hot and damp during 
the greater part of the year, Beyond the town 
stretches a dreary plain with only mimosa’ 
thorns for vegetation. The horizon is bounded 
by ‘the desolate. Hadendowa mountains ten 
miles away. There are no’ amusements in the 
evenjng. and the distractions. prevailing at 
Egyptian ports ate probibited by-a paternal 
Government. Sunstroke is very prevalent in 
the summer and the dainp climate of the Red 
Sea enfeebles the constitution of Europeans. 
Living is.very. expensive, Eggs cost P.T. 1 a 
piece and cabbages P.T. 5, meat is P.'T. 5 per 
oke and itis not always possible to obtain 
beef, as the Hadendowas refuse to sell, for 
these Arabs teckon their wealth by their cattle 
and donot regard.the possession of money as 
an estimate of wealth. There is not a single 
inducement to tempt the European to live in 
Port Sudan save money-making, and as .soon 
as the Government contracts run out and 
there is no further need for European labour, 
the population. will inevitably begin to dwin- 
dle. The ships -will.cease to,call there as-soon 
as the large consignments of Government 
material from Europe are no longer forth- 
coming and then Port Sudan will enter ona 
period of inaction until the Sudan begins to 
develop. : 

COMPARISON WITH SUAKIM. 

It was thonght by' the enthusiastic supporters 
of the scheme that the new town would:be 
able to successfully compete with Suakim, but 
the old. Red Seaport ofthe Sadan will go on 
and prosper while Port Sudan is. still waiting. 
The great advantage of Suakim isthat ithas.s 
large and most: fertilearea:of country to the 
South, which is rapidly developing into the 
most important, cotton,produeing centre in the 
Sudan. Port. Sudan on.the.othér hand has no 
fertile hinterland of.any sort or kind The only 
export of conseqnence from Port Sudan is 
gum and.and all, that coald be taken away in 
a single large steamer. At Suakim the cotton 
exports are inoreasing enormously. Daring the 
cotton season from January to August last 
44,655 cantars of unginned cotton, valued at 
L.B. 43,980, were exported and 13,871 
cantars of ginned cotton, of the value of LE. 
41,545, making’ the total value ofthe cotton 
exports L E..85,525. The Tokar cotton area is 
increasing and every year it is cultivated with 
more 8u0CeSs. 


THE KASSALA TRADE. 
- The Government consider that. if a line of 
railway was brought from Kassala to the Nile- 
Red Sea Line, all the Kassala trade will be 
brought to Port Sudan, But it mast be remem- 
bered that all the traders with Kassala reside 
‘in Saakim and they will do their utmost to 
bring dl that trade to Snakim. The Govern- 
ment do not appear to reise the intensitsy of 
the feeling, which binds the Suakimese to 
their old bome. Why should they be so fou lish 
as to leave their native town for Port Sadan, 
whose prospects are, after all, somewhat vision- 
ary a8 far as the immediate future is concerned? 
If the native trader were to leave Suakim he 
would lose all the value of his large comfort 
able house there, which would remain empty, 
in order to dwell in the wooden shanties of 
Port Sudan. Trade rontes are ever conservative 
and Suakim will long continue to flourish 
while Port Sudan‘is just managing to eke oat 
a precarious existence. 
THE FUTURE. 

When the six hundred ‘metres of quays are 
ready and the Government: buildings are com- 
plete, the labourers will depart and Port Sudan 
will relapse into a semi-deserted state. The 
Only export-trade in sight is that of gum in 
transit from Khartoum, which is about six 
thousand tons a year. The rest of the exports 
are about from five to six thousand tons, mak- 
ing a total export of twelve thousand tons per 
anoum. Themoney thet actually remains in 
Port Sadan from handling this transit trade is 
about L.E 1,500. The imports at the outside 
amount to thirty thousand tons, not inclading 
the Government imports. Of these imports only

Were heto ascertain 
now that a. show.of moderation would increase 
his income. or enhance his. fame.he..would 
bebome as moderate as you like to.morrow. So 
are Sheikh Ali and his supporters , counselling 
moderation and denouncing the extreme party 
because it pays them better to do so,mow. 
When they find it in their parsonal .interest 
to be wildly extreme in their criticism of the 
present regime they will not hesitste amoment 
in outatepping even the . bounds of “Al-Lewa” 
in their frenzied denunciation. They. have done 
this on many. an occasion and they are most 
willing to do. so whemever they think. it better 
for their pockets. In. fact they have no natural 
or real feelings except such as they.expressed 
aften the Denshwaa incident and snoh as “Al- 
Lewa” has been always evincing in these 
years. Pexbuwps our readers will remember that 
we foresaw the right thing early this. year 
when weexplained that by mutual arrangement 
or by common inspiration .our’ present,day 
moderates were to cool down and. deaver the 
honour of permanent heat inthe -boatile-cam- 
paign against the British-rule-to “AMLewa”’ for 
some time. Wehave now full evidence that 
our suspicions were well founded and that 
the moderation of these “comrades” is at: the 
best ontrue. ‘ 

Take their attitude towards Christians in 
general and Copts in particular, a¢,an. example 
of their patriotism aud you .will.find that re- 

ligious fanaticism is the suin-aod-essence of 
all their polities and all the doings of their 
dives. Both the extreme and the moderate 
leaders have been. . calling upon .the» Oopts of 
late to join their parties and “pretending: the 
most innocent destre'to see Moslems and Copts 
united as Egyptians to defend the common in 
terests.

Salib Bey is almost without equal 
in his serious and straightforward performance 
of duties and incthe wide range of bis aoquire- 
ments .and experience. He has gained :this 
belated-recognition of his services by the in- 
evitable right of seniority and the unrivalled 
record of his services. Yet because he hap- 
pens to be a Christian and a Copt his promo- 
tion was bitterly criticised in “Al-Lewa” and 
“Al-Moayad”, both editors well knowing that 
Salii: Bey-was far soperior inal! the require- 
ments of “his- new post to any of the friends 
they would bave apoointed in his place. 

‘The second case refers to the omdeh of 
Deirout, a village in Upper Egypt. ‘That digni- 
tary was some days ago relieved of hig duties 
and e-notable Copt eslected to fill bis piece, 
Ofcourse; the ‘new omdelr was not selected on 
account of his religion, for « Copt ielikely to 
lose’ rather than gain on that account~ nowa- 
days.

having large up-to-date ‘factories with ‘all the 
latest machinery, put rather in her very cheap 
labour. 

Briefly but, the system appears to be for the 
goods to be cut out in “the-fgctory and then 
given to-contractors (or, as they are termed, 
master tailors) for completion. ““These men in 
turn-either ran small workshops in which ap- 
prentice labour is mainly-employed, or they 
give thesewing out to the peasants-in: the vil- 
lages, especially during the winter months 
Fhe rules—which are upheld by the State— 
of the Tailors’ Guilds re apprentices greatly. 
assist the above: mentioned master tailors. in 
turning out the goods with the least possible 
expense. It appears that before a man can 
commence in business as a tailor on his own 
account, he must have served at least four years 
asap apprentice (during which he receives 
merely his board and lodging) and about bight 
years as an improver at a very small wage. It 
is no exaggeration to say that a large amount 
of the work on ready made clothing is done by 
apprentices and improvers. 

Another feature in favour of Austria is the 
factsthat-the:trade in Bgypt is more or less in | 
the bands of three or four big firms, which have 
honses in’ Vienna and so import direct. They 
have-their own branches in the larger Egyptian 
towns, and we understand, some of them are 
also interested in the smaller clothing shops in 
the villages. The combination is so,strohg that, 
although both England and Germany have at 
tempted to get a footirg the efforts they have 
made in thia direction have so far been ansuc 
cessful. 

It must also be remembered that, for the Jast 
40 or 50 years Austria has been in the Egyptian 
clothing trade and she, therefore, thoroughly 
anderstands the-reqairements of the market. 
Her Government, too, encourages the industry 
as far as possible by waiving all import-duties 
on materials. brought into the country and 
afterwards exported in the form of clothing. 

The main centre for the trade in, Austria is 
Vienna with some 35 villages in the neighbour: | _ 
hood After the goods are finished they are 
packed for export ip atrong: mooden cases, each 
some 1.20 metres (47 inghes) long by J metre 
(89 inches) high, and costing abont.5/6. The 
cases (which are sometimes lined with water- 
proof paper) usuglly contain clothes to the 
value of abont L:B’ 100."The freight and in- 
saranoe from’ Vienna to Alexandria, may be 
reckoned at something ike” 2% or, 3% of the 
cost, ahd «further 10% to TIX must be added 
for quay duties, landing charges, customs and 
clearing expenses, and cartage, to shop or ware-

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A REVIEW OF A GREAT 
INDUSTRY (1742- 1907.) 


Sheffield is probably the principal city in 
the world a regards silver-plated work ; in 
fact, something like 100 tans of silver plate 
are there every year. 

The process of Sheffield plating, which has 
been .revowhed for a centary and a half on 
account of ite durability, was originally 
discovered throagh an accident by Thomas 
Bolsover about the year 1742, the component 
parts being copper and silver, but as. is 
generally the casewith the originators of a 
great idea, he did not realise the momeritoos 
importance of His discovery,and it was reserved 
for a Mr Hancock to atilise the principle, and 
show the great advantages to which ‘copper, 
plated im this few method, could be applied. 
He atilised it forthe working of suck kinds 
of domestic ware and table decorations which 
ap to that period had been exclasively made 
im silver, vit -—tea urna, ten sete, epernes, 
salvers, spoons, forka, &e. The excellency of 
the manafactore is proven by the fact that 
many pieces of plate made between the year 
1742 and 1762 are still in existence, showing 
practically little signs of asage. Originally 
the copper was plated on one side only; bot 
in later years, means were found to enable the 
plater to coat the copper on both sides, aud 
such perfection did this ert of Sheffield plat- 
ing sttain, that it was celebrated “ throaghout 
the known world Previous to 1784 it was 


' egal to stamp amy sign or letters apon an 


article of silver plate under a penalty of £100 
bat qwing to inferior articles comipg on the 
market, it beeame necessary for high-class 
makers to protect themselves aod their goods 
stamped with« significant mmrk under which 
their initials were invariably placed.
